Gentlemen, 

As  you  are  aware  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
Dr  Chas,  A,  Jones  died  Before  the  completion  of  this  Annual 
Report,  and  I therefore  have  the  honour  of  submitting  a report 
which  has  been  compiled  from  the  records  available. 

The  vital  statistics  again  show  a considerable 
increase  in  the  Birth  Rate,  the  peak  figure  reached  last  year 
has  again  been  broken,  whilst  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  82  per  1000  is  a considerable  decline  over  the  figures  for 
the  past  10  years.  The  death  rate  remains  fairly  constant 
being  14*6  per  1000  estimated  population,  the  highest  proportion 
of  deaths  being  due  to  heart-disease.  There  was  one  death  from 
diarrhoea  in  children  under  two  years  of  age. 

Seven  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified, two  of  which 
were  at  Llandough  Hospital.  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  increased 
slightly  during  the  year  although  at  no  time  r/as  there  any  serious 
outbreak. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  concluded  under 
which  the  Council  relinquished  the  Isolation  Hospital  which  has 
now  been  taken  over  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association 
as  a Tuberculosis  Hospital,  and  arrangements  made  whereby  any 
cases  on  Infectious  Disease  necessitating  hospital  treatment 
were  removed  to  the  Cardiff  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
while  25  new  cases  were  notified. 

The  need  for  the  provision  of  houses  is  still  acute, 
and  whilst  it  is  agreed  that  the  man-power  situation  and  the  supply 
of  materials  makes  the  problem  a difficult  one,  I feel  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  adopt  schemes  of  building's o that  when 
conditions  improve  an  immediate  resumption  can  bo  made , 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  for 
their  loyal  co-operation  in  the  compiling  of  this  report.

The  elevation  above  sea  level  is  200  feet  in  the  Northern 
portion  of  the  area, with  a gentle  slope  to  40  feet  at  its  Southern 
boundary. 

The  Eastern  Boundary  and  a portion  of  the  Northern  are 
washed  by  the  waters  of  the  Bristol  Channel  which  pursues  its 
course  towards  the  Southern  Boundary, therefore  any  winds  between 
a North-easterly  and  a South-easterly  come  across  the  channel. 

The  District  is  exceptionally  well  wooded,  its  streets 
being  for  the  most  part  avenues  of  trees  which  in  Summer  afford 
a welcome  shade.  It  is  well  provided  with  modern  public  swimming 
baths,  recreation  grounds,  parks  and  open  spaces, and  possesses  to 
the  fullest  extent  all  the  conveniences  and  comforts  so  desirable 
in  both  a residential  locality  and  a summer  seaside  resort;  it 
combines  all  the  advantages  of  a modern  well  equipped  town  with 
the  charm  of  country  life  and  the  health  breezes  of  the  seaside.

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  District  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis, Maternity, and  children  etc,  but 
advantage  is  taken  of  the  proximity  of  the  City  of  Cardiff 
which  is  well  provided  with  largo  up  to  date  Hospitals. 

A large  modern  general  Hospital  situated  at  kiandough  is 
within  this  district  and  is  provided  by  the  Cardiff  City 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  acute  surgical  and  medical 
cases,  and  contains  340  beds. 

The  Local  Authority  provides  and  maintains  a M0tor 
Ambulance  Service  for  the  conveyance  of  Infectious  Disease 
cases,  non  infectious  disease  case^  maternity  and  accident 
cases .

, Odn;  to  the  infestation  of  bugs  etc,  the  Council 

ici s found  it  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the  dis-inf estation 
at  a minimum  charge  of  £1-1-0  per  house.  The  eradication  of  the 
bug  is  brought  about  by  means  of  gaseous  disinfection  after  removal 
of  all  infested  wood-work. 

During  the  year  one  Council  House  was  found  to  bo 
infos  teds  21  privately  owned  houses  were  found  to  be  infested, and 
these  were  all  subsequently  dealt  with. 

In  addition  arrangements  were  made  for  the  periodic 
treatment  in  the  steam  disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital” of 
blankets,  and  bedding  from  the  various  Fire-Watching  Depots,  First 
Aid  Post,  and  Pecs  cue  Centres.  Blankets  and  bedding  of  persons 
suffering  from  scabies  have  also  similarly  boon  dealt  with.
